The greatest 
school 
fund ever 
accumulated by the state of Mis­ 
souri was appropriated by State Su­ 
perintendent of Schools Baker and 
will be available for the coming 
school year. The total amount dis­ 
bursed is $4,422,114.98. 
Last year
